Only recently he had announced 
plans for more than $1,000,000 in 
public structures and improve- 
ments for this year and next. 

Active in civic affairs, Mr. 
Brumby was a charter member 
and president of the Marietta 
Rotary Club and of the Marietta 
Golf Club. He personally super- 
vised building of a recent large 
annex to the First Methodist 
church, of which he was a mem- 
ber. 

Widely known throughout the 
south, he had served as president 
of the Georgia Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation. 

He was a member of the Pied- 
mont Driving Club, Atlanta.

On April 26, 1905, he married 
Miss Cordelia Inman Gray, of At- 
lanta. They had lived 33 years at 
the ancestral home at 104 Ken- 
nesaw avenue.

Strong Public Sentiment for Restriction Revealed in Poll; 
Both Car Owners and Non-Car Owners Ask 
Ban as Aid to Safety.

NEW YORK, Aug. 20.—A went 
public sentiment for the restric- 
tion of freight trucks on the high- 
ways during week ends and holi- 
days, as provided by law in sev- 
eral mid-western states, re- 
vealed in a cross-section survey 
just completed by the American 
Institute of Pub.ic Opinion. 

Both car owners and non-car 
owners in every section of. the 
country favor restrictions of this 
type, many of them arguing that 
trucks not only slow up holiday 
traffic but “make driving unsafe 
for other drivers.” 

Wisconsin Law. 

Trucks in Wisconsin are not per- 
mitted to use certain highways be- 
tween the hours of 1 p. m. and 1l 
p. m. on Saturdays, or 9 a. m. 
and 12 midnight on Sundays and 
holidays. Minnesota has regula- 
tions of a similar nature, and there 
has been agitation in California, 
Illinois and Michigan. 

To test public sentiment on the 
question, the Institute asked a 
cross-section of voters in all states: 
“Do you think freight trucks 
should be kept off highways dur- 
ing certain hours on Sundays and 
holidays?” 

The vote was: 

Yes 73 per cent 
No 27 per cent 

The survey found car owners 
and non-car owners voting in ap- 
proximately the same ratio in fa- 
vor of the restrictions. Both ap- 
proved them by more than 70 rer

“Gee, building a boat is nothing 
much,” said Charles. “We just 
took some lumber and some nails 
and before we knew it we had her 
finished. It took about a month.” 

O'Keefe Students. 

The boys, who are students at 
O'Keefe Junior High school, want 
to be naval architects. They said 
they “saw some of the gang in a 
boat they had made so we got the 
idea to build one ourselves.” 

“We just made it up as we went 
along,” they added. 

The boat is 10 feet long, 13 1- 
inches deep and the stern is 32 
inches wide. It has a double bot- 
tom lined with canvas and water- 
proofed with marine flue. The 
boys painted the lumber on both 
sides as a further safeguard. Ce- 


ment coated nails and brass screws 


were used in construction.

“It was fun and thrilling, too,’ 
said Garland yesterday, “and I felt 
just like the pioneers.

Mother gave us some 
carrots to eat, but none of us like 
them, so when I saw a cow I gave 
them to her. The next morning 
it was raining hard, but we pulled 
out and started down the river 
again. We.made 10 miles the first 
day.”

We were going 
down the river and got caught in 
a fisherman's trotline and we 
thought we were gone then, except 
that Dad had made us wear life 
belts so could have made the 
shore anyway. 
our way out of the tangled line 
we went on down the river and 
then heard a terrible roar. We 
thought it might be some falls, as 
the river divided into three sec- 
tions and we didn’t know where 
the noise was coming from. We 
took the right way, because we 
never did see any falls. That and 
being tangled in the fisherman’s 
trotline was the most. thrilling 
part of our trip, I think.”

The boys naddled down stream 
and took a few trys at duck shoot- 
Ing and on the second morning 
out had some target. shooting 
across the river. They landed at 
the Hindman farm and returned 
to Atlanta by auto. —

Culbertson, for years the most 
egregious of all 


wizards of contract bridge, will 
enter politics as soon as he makes 
a million dollars—and when he 
enters politics, he 
building a high picket 
around both the Americas, 
and South, against the peril of 
white and yellow invasions from 
abroad. 

Mr. Culbertson has made up his 
mind. 

“The things I see in store for 
American civilization,” he an- 
nounced, “compel me to go into 
politics. It may not be for two 
or three years, but the minute I 
have a million dollars clear cash 
in my own name, to take care of 
my family and stake me to a cam- 
paign fund, I will run for office— 
perhaps even for the senate.”

3. Complete isolation from Eu- 
ropean and Asiatic wars and race 
movements, 

4. War to the death on “Demo- 
cratic, Communist and Fascist slo- 
gans”’ tending to embroil America 
in the affairs of the old world. 

Bridge—‘‘which was always just 
my hobby"’—will remain a hobby 
with the Ty Cobb of the contract 
tables. Politics, and the salva- 
tion of American civilization, will 
be his lifework, beginning, say, in 
1940, 

“BH>fore long there will be a ra- 
cial novement in our direction— 
Teul onic, Mongolian, perhaps 
evet Slavic. Unless we protect 
the whole of America, south to 
Cape Horn and north to Hudson 
Bay, the invasion will gain a foot- 
hold in South America and Mexi- 
co, and we will be up to our necks 
in the troubles that are shattering 
the old world. and American civil- 
ization will be engulfed. 

“We have a Monroe Doctrine.

BODYGUARD ASSIGNED |

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Justice and the 
Belgian Borgia 


By PETER LEVINS. 


On October 2, 1936, the police of 
Liege, Belgium, a great center of in- 
dustry and especially beer brewing, 
received an anonymous letter which 
intimated that one Marie Petitjean 
Becker, 56-year-old widow, had done 
away with two fellow widows, Mrs. 
Lange, aged 86, and Mrs. Weiss, aged 
62. The weapon, the writer suspect- 
ed, had been poison, and the motive 
had been money. 

Mrs. Lange had been found dead 
in her flat on Rue Saint-Gilles, Sep- 
tember 26. She had been ailing for 
several weeks, and the symptoms 
were at first believed to be those in- 
cident to advanced age. However, 
the anonymous writer continued, Mrs. 
Becker had been attending Mrs. 
Lange during her illness—and Mrs. 
Becker, it was generally known, had 
a clever way with poisons. Mrs. 
Weiss had died this very day, Oc- 
tober 2. under similar circumstances 
—and she had also been attended by 
Mrs. Becker. 

The informant went on to say that 
the police would certainly have in 
their files a letter written by the 
same party in 1935, and on the same 
subject of Marie Becker. 


Police Commissioner Lebrun pon- 
dered over this latest communication, 
then sent for whatever records there 
might be in the files. Presently*an 
attendant delivered a dossier of con- 
siderable proportions, including the 
1935 letter from the suspicious citi- 
zen. This referred to the sudden 
passing of two other widows: Mrs. 
Marie Crulle, 55, on November 11, 
1935, and Mrs. Suzanne Lambert, who 
had died the previous September. 

On receipt of the first letter, the 
record showed, the case had been 
turned over to Magistrate Oscar 
Destrexhe, who called the suspect 
into court. What about these poison 
rumors, he demanded. 

“They are false,” she cried. 

“We understand that your friends 
show a surprising tendency to die 
when you take care of them.” 

“We all have to die sooner or 
later,” said she. 

“What is it that you put in the tea 
you serve your friends?” 

She replied impatiently that she 
placed in the tea only the most 
strength-giving of herbs. ‘Healing 
herbs,” she called them. 

“We will see about that,” said 
Destrexhe, “We are going to exhume 
those bodies and find out how you 
poisoned the Widows Crulle and 
Lambert.” 

However, the autopsy produced 
negative results, and Magistrate 
Destrexhe had been compelled to re- 
lease Mrs. Becker, with a warning 
not to brew any more tea for her 
friends. She had left the court with 
a gleam of triumph in her arrogant 
eyes. 

Now a second letter had arrived. 
Two more widows had passed on.

The commissioner detailed four de- || 


tectives, headed by Edouard Schmidt, 
to the investigation of Marie Becker, 
suspected Borgia. They soon dis- 
covered that she had changed her 
place of residence many times since 
the previous November; but they 
caught up with her on October 6. 
Indignant and protesting, she was 
locked up while the officers dug into 
her career. 

Marie Alexandrine Petitjean, child 
of a family of workingmen, had been 
born in Warmont, Belgium, in 1880, 
and had been brought up by an aunt. 
She journeyed to Liege as a young 
girl and, because of her skill with 
needle and thread, found work in a 
modiste’s shop. 

When shé was 26 she. married 
Charles Becker, a carpenter and cab- 
inet-maker, who owned a small saw- 
mill. She continued to work at the 
dress-shop, but eventually quit that 
to take up bookkeeping. Becker 
meanwhile had opened a small fur- 
niture factory, and her purpose was 
to help him in the business. 

The detectives could find nothing 
against Mrs, Becker during this pe- 
riod of her life. She was an excel- 
lent housekeeper and business wom- 
an, and the marriage had been, on the 
whole, harmonious. The neighbors 
looked upon Marie Becker as a pillar 
of respectability. 

But when she reached the age of 
50 a sudden change came over her. 
Almost overnight she took to lip- 
stick and rouge, bought gaudy 
dresses, strove to look much younger 
than her age, and sought the com- 
pany of younger men. (Medical ex- 
perts might attribute this change in 
her Ccharacter—as well as what fole- 
lowed—to the effects of menopause.) 

Mrs. Becker’s favorite young man 
became Pau! Castadot, a member of 
the Liege police department. Castadot 
and his wife, a childless couple, oc- 
cupied the top floor of the Becker 
home on Rue Bonne- Nouvelle. Mrs. 
Becker became such good friends of 
the Castadots that she made a will 
naming them her chief heirs. 

Charles Becker, the investigators 
learned, had suddenly taken ill and 
died in 1932. His friends had been 
mystified because he had been in the 
best of health. He had been seized, 
it appeared, with some sort of diges- 
tive trouble. Moreover, he had lost 
most of his hair. 

The attending pkysician had 
cribed death to cancer. 

Mrs. Becker, having more time on 
her hands now, devoted herself com- 
pletely to Officer Castadot. Two large 
portraits of him hung in her bed- 
room. She also sought the attention 
of other young inen on all occasions. 
(The evidence is rather conclusive 
that, sometime after rounding 50, she 
went sex-crazy). 

Now another death occurred. Late 
in February, 1933, Marie Castadot 
suddenly fell ill. As in the case of 
Charles Becker, she was seized with 
spelis of mausea, and she rapidly 
wasted away. During the illness, 
Mrs. Becker solicitiously brewed pots 
of tea for the patient, who died on 
March 23. 

The attending physician diagnozed 
the cause as heart disease. 

Mrs. Becker, the neighbors - said, 
expected that she would become the 
second Mrs. Castadot. But the officer 
had other ideas. When Mrs. Becker 


as- 
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found him entertaining another lady 
in his flat, she removed his two por- 
traits from her bedroom and changed 
her will, However, they continued 
on friendly terms. 

On June 7, 1933, the police had or- 
dered an investigation of Mrs. Casta- 
dot’s death—with Officer Castadot 
himself in charge. Nothing had come 
of this. 

Then had occurred the deaths of 
Widows Crulle and Lambert, and the 
fruitless inquiry by Magistrate 
Destrexhe. Mrs. Becker had charged 
that Castadot himself had written the 
anonymous letter, or else caused it 
to be written, in a spirit of revenge 
because she had stricken him from 
her will. 

Detective Schmidt, delving into the 
period between Marie Castadot’s 
death and Mrs. Becker’s first appear- 
ance in court, came across .another 
sudden death not previously included 
in the Becker series. The victim in 
this instance was a man--Lambert 
Beyer, a prosperous landowner, aged 
forty-eight. 

Beyer, once a basketmaker had ac- 
quired three apartment houses on 
Rue Saint-Laurent, Liege, as well as 
a savings account worth 40,000 
francs. Late in July, 1934, he had 
made the acquaintance of Mrs. Beck- 
er—they met in front of the Cathe- 
dral of Saint-Denis—and in no time 
at all Beyer was announcing his 
forthcoming marriage. 

However, before taking the plunge, 
Beyer had decided to examine his 
prospective bride’s background. He 
discovered that, financially, she was 
in extremely bad shape. After her 
husband's death she had tried to 
make a go of the furniture business, 
and had failed. Then she had opened 
a modiste’s salon, and this, too, had 
failed. Since then she had been mak- 
ing a poor living as a seamstress. 

Still Mr. Beyer clung to romance. 
As he explained to triends, Marie 
was always such a jolly, congenial 
companion, After all, he had all the 
money he needed—what he craved 
most of all was a suitable companion. 

On October 19, 1934, Beyer failed 
fo appear at his favorite tavern. 
When several more days passed with- 
out a sight of him, friends visited his 
home to find him sick in bed. He 
looked haggard. And hovering lov- 
ingly in the background was his jolly 
companion, Marie Becker. 

“Don’t worry, boys,” said the pa- 
tient. “Marie takes good care of 
me.’ 

Ten days later (Nuvember 2) he 
was dead, 

Discussing this tragedy with 
Beyer’s friends, Detective Schmidt 
learned that Beyer had kept in his 
home a small metal box containing 
some 10,000 francs in cash, and that 
this box had disappeared. The friends 
were sure that Mrs. Becker must 
have appropriated the hoard. 

Detective Schmidt followed 
trail of death through 1935. 

Early in February of that year 
Marie Becker had scraped up an ac- 
quaintance with elderly Julia Bossy, 
the first meeting taking place in a 
neighborhood park. They became so 
friendly that, at Mrs. Becker’s sug- 
gestion, they rented a flat on Rue 
Pasteur. For several weeks they 
were seen together at beer parlors, 
cafes and movies. 

Then Mrs. Bossy took sick and two 
days later (March 30) breathed her 
last. 

Soon after this tragedy Mrs. Becker 
met Mrs. Jeanne Perot, a widow of 
68, in a park. And soon her new 
friend was gravely ill. Mrs. Becker 
attended her, and she died on May 1. 
Nineteen days later Aline-Louise 
Damoutte, 35, died under much the 
same circumstances. Mrs. Becker had 
met her in a beer tavern, and had 
dosed her with “healing herbs.” 

Death apparently took a vacation 
that summer, for it wasn’t until Sep- 
tember that another friends passed 
away despite Mrs. Becker’s ministra- 
tions. 

One 


the 


afternoon in August Mrs. 
Becker encountered an elderly wid- 
ow, Mrs. Yvonne Martin, an old 
friend. When Mrs. Martin inauired 
how she was gettirg aiong, Marie 
shrugged her shoulders and remarked 
that she menaged to get oy. With 
that the other woman invited her to 
call, as she would have some wo:k 
for her. 

Presently Mrs. Becker called at the 
house Mrs. Martin owned on Rue 
Pont-D’Avrory. When Mrs. Martin 
fell il] the seamstress moved in per- 
manently so that she could be at her 
friend's side at all times. Mrs. Mar- 
tin was so grateful that she mention- 
ed Marie in her will. 

She died September 15. 

Followed now the deaths of Wid- 
ows Crulle and Lambert, and the 
anonymous letter which revived the 
investigation. By some curious co- 
incidence the deaths attributed to 
Mrs. Becker ceased during the 
months the authorities were looking 
into the new charges. And they 
were resumed soon after Magistrate 
Destrexhe released her. 

In April, 1936, Mrs. Becker visited 
a grocery store on Rue Cheravoie to 
make a purchase. She struck up a 
conversation with Anne Stevart, 42, 
the owner of the store. But that 
night Mrs. Bulte again became vio- 
lently ill. 

When the doctor arrived the next 
morning. having been summoned by 
the landlady, Mrs. Bulte said she be- 
lieved her illness had been caused 
by the white powder given her by 
Mrs. Becker. 

“Impossible!” cried Mrs. Becker. 
“I take it myself every day and lI 
feel fine!’ 

On the 18th, as Mrs. Becker en- 
tered the sick room, Mrs. Bulte raised 
herself on her bed and exclaimed: 
“You have poisoned me! Get out of 
here or. sick as I am, I'll get out of 
bed and throw you out!” 

But the other woman began to talk 
to her softly and soon calmed her 
down. (This incident was witnessed 
by a brother of Mrs. Bulte.) 

On the 20th, which was the day 
Mrs. Bulte died, Mrs. Becker arrived 
early in the morning carrying a grip 
and a valise. A little later she was 
seen leaving. She was not on hand 
when her friend died, and she did not 
attend the funeral. Subsequently it 
developed that several valuable ar- 
ticles. including a diamond-studded 
medallion, had disappeared. 

When Mrs. Becker was searched at 
headquarters, following her arrest In 
October. 1936, policewomen found in 
her handbag a smal! green flash con- 
taining 15 grams of digitaline, a drug 
which in small quantities is adminis-

tered to patients suffering from heart 
trouble, but which in larger doses 
can be a deadly poison. The symp- 
toms are similar to those of thallium 
poisoning. 

“I carried this drug,” Mrs. Becker 
explained, “because I was suffering 
from heart trouble.” 

“Which doctor,” asked Commissar 
Lebrun, “did you say filled out the 
prescription for digitaline?” 

“Dr. Mettray,” she replied at once. 
“IT consulted him in 1929 and he made 
out the order.” 

However, it developed that Dr. 
Mettray had since died, and that his 
records showed no evidence that he 
had ever treated Mrs. Becker. The 
druggist from whom she said she 
bought the digitaline also had pass- 
ed on. 

It developed, further, that she had 
bought 15 bottles of digitaline con- 
taining more than 200 grams of the 
drug. She got the orders filled by 
persuading the pharmacist that Dr. 
Mettray had made out her first pre- 
scription. .The druggist had never 
bothered to check up. 

As for the motive in this incredible 
series of polsonings— 

The day after the woman's arrest 
detectives searched her apartment 
and found a veritable warehouse of 
feminine apparel, watches, and some 
cheap jewelry. They could find no 
cash whatever. Since the police be- 
lieved that she inust have realized 
something of a fortune through her 
friends’ deaths, they could only con- 
clude that she had cached the pro- 
ceeds. 

But Detective Schmidt soon found 
the correct answer to that question, 

Back in 1934,.after the furniture 
factory failed, and she was adjudged 
bankrupt, Marie Becker met Rene 
Hody, a handsome clerk (married) 
12 years her junior. Her infatua- 
tion for Hody proved a great drain 
on her financial resources, for he 
liked to gamble. When police ques-: 
tioned him, he readily admitted that 
his middle-aged mistress had sup- 
plied him liberally with funds. 

“She told me that her husband had 
left her plenty of money,” he said, 
“and I never had any occasion ta 
doubt her,” 

The friendship had continued until 
the summer of 1936, he told the po- 
lice. Mrs. Becker, he said, had become 
jealous of his wife, Marie, with the 
result that one day Marie became 
violently ill after drinking 2 cup of 
Mrs. Becker's tea. Hody suspected 
foul play at once, and so had nothing 
more to do with his benefactress. 

Incidentally, aside from the sus- 
picion of having committed at least 
13 murders, Mrs. Becker appeared to 
have tried some four other poison- 
ings. Marie Hody had been one of 
these instances. 

The authorities began to exhume 
numerous bodies on October 22, 1936. 
When certain experts reported that 
traces of digitaline had been found 
in every body examined, the pris- 
oner was held for trial. These pro- 
ceedings got under way before the 
Liege criminal court on June 7, 1938. 

Mrs. Becker presented a jaunty ap- 
pearance, wearing bright green or 
red dresses, and she defended herself 
With great vigor. She insisted the 
entire world had conspired against 
her, and that only she was telling the 
truth. 

When Attorney General Delwaide 
asked her if she did not think it un- 
usual for a woman of her age to 
sport a lover 13 years her junior, 
she replied, “The heart is always 
young.” Questioned about her al- 
leged victims, she said, “Most of 
them died from indigestion.” 

“Yes,” snapped Delwaide, 
Becker indigestion.” 

During the month and a day the 
trial lasted, much of the time was 
given over to medical testimony. Ex- 
perts, as usual, were by no means in 
agreement. Said Professor Zunz, of 
Brussels University: 

“Our knowledge of digitaline today 
amounts to what scientists knew of 
arsenic 100 years ago, and we can 
only advance theories. We do not 
know yet what are the reactions of 
digitaline poisoning in a dead body.” 

Professor De Bacq, of the. Uni- 
versity of Liege, a former pupil of 
Professor Zunz, testified for the 
prosecution that his examination of 
the organs of the allged victims had 
shown traces of digitaline in every 
case. 

During the June 19 session of court 


“from 


the defendant, at the instigation of 
her attorneys, Henri Chevalier and 
Paul Remy, quaffed a cup of tea mix- 
ed with a weak solution of digit- 
aline. The tea tasted so bitter that 
she made faces. The court made 
much capital out of that, 

Her attorneys maintained that they 
had taken, without any ill effects, 
digitaline in 15 different cups of tea 
and suggested that the entire court, 
from Justice Fettweiss down, take 
digitaline. The Attorney General 
cuttingly inquired, “Are we here as 
a test laboratory for poison?” 

The jury returned a verdict of 
guilty in 11 cases on July 8. Evi- 
dence of murder was considered. in- 
sufficient in the deaths of Charles 
Becker and Mrs. Castadot. When 
the -death sentence was pronounced 
the defendant broke down and wept 
for the first time. 

However, Mrs. Becker will escape 
the extreme penalty. Since 1863 it 
has been the practice in Belgium to 
commute death sentences to life im- 
prisonment. It was in that year that, 
after a criminal was decapitated, a 
bystander picked up the severed head 
and went insane. 


Regional Planning. 


AMERICAN REGIONALISM. By 
Howard W. Odum and Harry Estill 
Moore. Henry Holt & Co., New 
York. 693 pp. $5. 


An apt and timely work, embody- 
ing a survey of the natural resources, 
the historical and cultural values, and 
the makeup of our racial blends—all 
of which taken together constitute 
the stock-in-trade of these more or 
less United States. An ambitious un- 
dertaking, involving an enormous 
amount of painstaking gathering of 
facts, heretofore accessible only in 
piecemeal and haphazard doses. An 
imposing array of graphical] illustra- 
tions will serve the needs of those 
who seek conclusions rather than’the 
data on which they are based. And 
these will probably be many. There 
is so much material in this work that 
its effect is simp!v overpowering. For 
the earnest student of National In- 
tegration these data are invaluable; 
for the layman—well, there is such a 
thing as indigestion. In particular 
those readers who do not care overly 
much for exact definitions are ad- 
vised to skip the first two chapters, 
containing an unusually heavy pro- 
portion of “98-cent” wordage, and 
little else. -The remainder of the 
work is much easier to read, and 
much more productive of results. 

And the outcome of it all: The 
chapter headed “Regional Planning” 
(and unaccountably stuck away in 
the middle of the book) furnishes 
some of the answers. Of the feasi- 
bility of Regional Planning the au- 
thors remain convinced, with some 
qualifications. This reader wishes to 
agree with them—it seems so simple 
and so fruitful a task—but a still, 
small voice insists on asking: “Do 
we know how?” When we realize 
that this land of the free and home 
of the brave is so variable, so in- 
extricably tangled into smail bundles 
of local destinies that the federal gov- 
ernment, for its various purposes, di- 
vides it into some hundreds of ad- 
ministrative groupings, no two of 
which are exactly alike, it is difficult 
to see how any scheme of Regional- 
ism can achieve any measure of to- 
tSlity. And such it must have, or 
cross purposes. result. Jonathan 
Daniels, in his recently issued survey 
of one of these regions, the south, 
found no likely scheme of integra- 
tion for this fairly homogeneous por- 
tion of the commonwealth. His con- 
clusions sound more plausible.

SHADOWS LIKE MYSELF. By the 
Countess de Chambrun, Charles 
Scribner’s Sons, New York. $3. 
This book offers the leaves of the 

life of an American woman ‘who 

never graduated at college or high 
school and is yet a lady of refined 
culture, vast experience and great 
literary talent; a mondaine, a novelist 
and a Shapespeare scholar. Born of 
fine New England stock, Clara Long- 
worth, of Ohio, was educated mostly 
by her grandfather reading the Wav- 
erley Novels, Dickens, Thackeray and 

Shakespeare to the family circle. Her 

formal tuition began and ended in a 

French immigrant’s private school, 

During a pleasure trip to France she 

became engaged to a young artillery 

lieutenant bound for a perilous mili- 

tary expedition into the heart of the 

French Congo. Later he came to 

Cincinnati to marry the American 

girl. Later still he took the diplo- 

matic career. 

At the outbreak of the Great War 
Captain de Chambrun was garrisoned 
at St. Mihiel, one of the first points 
of the German advance into France. 
The writer describes the “front from 
behind,” her baptism of fire, and the 
terrible days of the first battle of the 
Marne. These chapters give simple, 
plain but vivid pictures of the horrors 
of war to the civil population and the 
relatives of those who fight. After 
the war the Countess accompanied 
her husband as regional commander 
to Fez, Morocco, and to Tunis, under 
Marshal Lyautey. Here again the 
reader finds fine local pictures under 
a refined and humorous pen. Almost 
incredible are the Countess’ accounts 
of her Shakespeare huntings in the 
college libraries at Oxford and Cam- 
bridge. In both universities the dons 
suffered an unexpected knockout at 
the hands of their American visitor, 
better informed than themselves of 
the historical treasures in their pos- 
session. Shakespeare devotees will 
relish the delightful humor of these

Exhuming a “Skeleton.” 


A BODY ROLLED DOWNSTAIRS. 
By Inez Haynes Irwin. Random 
House, New York. 339 pp. $2. 
The Wainwright family skeleton is 

brought forth and paraded before 

those who may read “A Body Rolled 

Downstairs,” and as the story which 

gives the details of this parade re- 

veals that the body which did the 
stair-tumbling was that of the out- 
standing member of the Wainwright 
family, and the “skeleton” concerned 

her private life, the author does a 

very classy piece of literary work in 

recording the details. 

It is an involved murder mystery, 
and following the _ present-period 
style of such stories in casting sus- 
picion on as many persons as pos- 
sible, the author throws a scare into 
the reader by having nearly 50 people 
in close proximity to the crime, but 
finally discards all but 11 persons, 
upon whom the small town chief of 
police goes to work. 

Detective story fans who get their 
thrills from quick action may at times 
become a trifle weary over the 
Hugoesque meanderings in this story, 
but it isn’t wise to skip too much, for 
it is possible to miss some “keys” 
hidden therein. Which means—take 
it as it comes; it is one of the best 
Irwin mysteries. 


Indian History. 


QUANAH, Eagle of the Comanches. 
By Zoe ‘A. Tilghman. Harlow Pub- 
lishing Co., Oklahoma City. 195 
pp. $2.50. 


This book possesses a distinct his- 
torical value in that it picks up the 
story of pushing the Indians from 
their tribal domains at the point 
where the continual struggle between 
the white invaders and aboriginal 
reds had proceeded west of the Mis- 
sissippi and was centered in the 
great plains district, and carries the 
story of raids and pillage, with coun- 
ter raids and slaughter, to the time 
when the warring tribes were finally 
conquered and many of them allocat- 
ed tracts of land in Indian Territory, 
now Oklahoma. 

The tragic story of Cynthia Ann 
Parker, the golden-haired Texas 
child, stolen by the Comanches dur- 
ing a raid, is fully told. Growing to 
the early maturity common to the 
Indians as Naudah (her Indian name) 
she hecame one of the wives of 
Nokona, a Comanche chief. Quanah 
Parker was her son—half white, half 
Indian, and his boyhood a.nbition was 
to be a great warrior and attain the 
esteem of his tribe by bravery in 
raids and the number of scalps he 
could dangle from his spear. He 
achieved that distinction at an early 
period in his life and became chief 
of his tribe. 

But as the years passed and the 
whites kept closing in, driving game 
from the plains, killing off the 
braves, confiscating their horses and 
destroying their tepees, the white 
blood he had inherited caused him to 
exercise his reasoning faculty, and he 
eventually foresaw the futility of 
continued resistance to the white in- 
vasion. 

Convincing the young braves of 
the ‘wisdom in abandoning their nat- 
ural inclination and inherited love 
for battle and raids was difficult, but 
he succeeded. Learning the white 
man’s ways and adopting them was 
another task which he accomplished, 
and his example. eventually had 
its effect upon the braves of his own 
and other tribes. 

The story of all this is well told by 
the author, and the work displays a 
thorough knowledge of the subject 
from both points of view—that of the 
white man and the Indian.

Parliamentary Law 
Pointers Are Given. 


The rapid growth of clubs 
has created a demand for a 
wider knowledge of parliamen- 
tary law. The Federation of 
Wémen’s Clubs in the state has 
had its own constitution and 
by-laws since the time of or- 
ganization. These by-laws are 
revised from time to time as 
the need arises and as the 
growth of the orgartization de- 
mands that changes be made. 

By-laws should be carefully 
drawn up and seldom amend- 
ed. They should not, however, 
be allowed to become obsolete 
and wholly inadequate to pre- 
sent day usage. Robert's rules 
says, ““‘Where there no law 
but every man does what is 
right in his own eyes, there is 
the least liberty.” While it 
important that an-assembly has 
good rules, it more impoar- 
tant that it be not without rules 
to govern its proceedings.

and regularity be preserved in 
a dignified public body. Thom- 
as Jefferson once said, “The 
main objective we of today 
want to reach, I believe is, to 
learn to keep order, expedite 
business, and with uniformity 
and impartiality maintain jus- 
tice, and do it in as simple and 
understanding a way as pos- 
sible.” This remark on parlia- 
mentary law was made in 1840 
and it certainly applies to what 
we need in 1938. 

In Robert’s Rules of 
Revised, you will find 
Principles of Interpretation of 
By-laws.” If you will take the 
principles one by one, read 
them very carefully so that you 
ill understand them § thor- 
oughly, and then apply these 
principles when studying your 
state by-laws, you will find 
you have a clear understand- 
ng of all rulings. Your state 
by-laws give every club th 
authority to adopt its own rules 
for the transaction of business, 
provided such rules do not con- 
flict with the constitution and 
by-laws of your state organi- 
Zation, 

Many details are left to the 
clubs and it is a matter of sup- 
position that such details will 
be worked out in a clear, sim- 
way. according to Robert's 
Rules of Order, Revised. It is 
best to take plenty of time 
when revising by-laws to dis- 
cuss the changes at length, for 
no organization should adopt 
by-laws or amendments to by- 
laws that members find it dif- 
ficult to interpret. By-laws 
should include all the rules 
that are of such importance

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WHEN POWER OUTREACHES 

Since the dawn of civilization, people of the 
world, by one means or another, have succeeded 
in getting themselves engulfed in civil strife, 
or temporarily ruined by economic disturbances 
which seemed for the moment—since no man 
could look back beyond his own generation—to 
be more devastating than the world had ever 
before witnessed. The exigencies of such times 
almost invariably produced a man—a soldier or 
a crusading reformer—who not only convinced 
the distracted people the upheaval was the 
worst, but persuaded them to grant emergency 
powers to lead them out of the morass. 

Few, if any, of these crusaders voluntarily 
returned that power to the people who gave it 
when the emergency had passed. Having ac- 
complished the purpose for which the power 
extraordinary had been granted, or having once 
felt the ego which goes with the untrammelled 
use of great personal power, 
Surrender it. It thereupon became necessary, 
down through the ages, for the people to re- 
trieve this power to themselves either by force 
or at the ballot box. Rome, Gaul and many 
other countries of antiquity had trying ex- 
periences with reformers whose ambition for 
power created a condition far more dangerous 
than the disease first sought to be remedied. 

China, too, was not without its share of 
these ambitious men. In the 11th century, 
Wang An-Shih was entrusted by his people to 
lead them out of an economic wilderness. The 
country was in a deplorable condition. It wasa 
sort of Chinese 1933. Wang was the New 
Dealer. He loaned money to farmers; bought 
and sold grain to steady the market—like the 
present Commodities Credit Corporation. He 
Jaunched a great public works program to prime 
the economic pump. 

But so many government agents were soon 
dabbling into the private affairs of the people, 
sO many bureaus had assumed control of busi- 
ness, that Wang, like his ancient predecessors, 
felt the all-too-human urge to divert the powers 
entrusted to him in the emergency to perpetuate 
himself and friends in the service of the gov- 
ernment. Taxes became so burdensome, how- 
ever, and the people so restive, they rebelled 
against his planned economy—his misuse of 
emergency powers. After eight years Wang was 
driven out of office in disgrace. 


In the latter part of the 18th century the 
economic fabric of the powerful Kingdom of 
France had badly decayed. One-fifth of all 
the richest property in the nation was owned 
by the king, one-fifth in possession of the no- 
bility and one-fifth had fallen into the hands 
of other orders. None paid taxes! The re- 
maining two-fifths, the most unproductive 
Jand, was left to 26,000,000 people, who paid all 
the taxes. 
tive. They decided to overthrow this three- 
headed despotism. The country was plunged 
into one of the bloodiest revolutions in history. 
Thousands lost their heads in the public 
squares, including the King and queen, as one 
faction after another gained control. French 
Civilization seemed doomed. 


Out of this chaos came a little man—a 
soldier—named Napoleon Bonaparte. He was 
so ruthless in quelling street disturbances he 
attracted the attention of one revolutionary 
leader after another. He was promoted rapidly 
and soon reached top rank. He played a tre- 
mendous part in restoring order. Then, ambi- 
tion seized his soul. If he could subjugate his 
own people, why not other weaker nations? 
Didn’t France need military victories to solidify 
and restore confidence? 


So, one after another, he provided them. 
His virility fired the imagination of the people. 
He was given more and more power. They 
even permitted him to make himself emperor. 
He placed his brothers on the conquered 
thrones of Europe; his friends, who would do 
his bidding in high places. Yet. he was not 
Satisfied. He must rule the world. But the 
people, as well as other nations, tired of his 
personal ambitions. Like so many others who 
violated that trust given in an emergency, he 
met his Waterloo. Like Wang An-Shih, he died 
alone. 

Following the armistice in 1918, Italy, al- 
though victorious with her allies, was an eco- 
nomic wreck. She was fast drifting into chaos 
when the son of a blacksmith, smooth-talking, 
rabble-rousing Benito Mussolini, who had once 
served a term in prison for preaching revolu- 
tion, organized his black shirts. He assumed 
the duty of restoring order in cities where riots 
had broken out. He succeeded where a weak 
, government had failed. In city after city his 
black shirts took control and, in October, 1922, 
by a swift and bloodless march on Rome, he 
forced the government to resign. Under the 
exigencies of the troublous times, the people 
granted him @mergency powers. 

No one thoroughly acquainted with condi- 
tions in Italy at that time, will deny Mussolini 
did a masterful piece of work in pulling the 
country to its feet. The fact remains, however, 
that 16 years after the emergency power was

granted, he still rules with an iron hand. Free- 
dom of speech has dong since been abolished. 
Free press is a thing of the past. Radio is owned 
by the government, which is Mussolini. Labor 
unions have been abolished. Business is under 
complete control. Although starting in an 
emergency, by worming himself into power little 
by little, Benito Mussolini is now unquestion- 
ably dictator for life. 

In the late 20’s Germany had fallen into a 
desperate state of economic disorder and, like 
Italy, turned toa yowling soapbox orator. After 
a number of elections, in which he polled an 
ever increasing number of votes in opposition 
to the aging Hindenberg, Adolf Hitler was 
raised to the head of the government. Emer- 
gency powers were entrusted to him, little by 
little, by the people, until all their rights had 
been surrendered. Germany, like Italy and 
Russia, now finds herself outside the pale of 
free nations. 

The power of Hitler, be it remembered, was 
given by the people at the polls. It was given 
under the stress of emergency, of the neces- 
sity of doing something—anything—to save the 
nation. Although the cure is worse than the 
disease, the people cannot now retrieve that 
power. Nothing less than open revolution—an 
ocean of blood—can overthrow this powerful 
dictator. 

About the time Adolf Hitler was being 
raised to power by the German people, the 
economic slump which followed hard upon the 
1929 stock market crash descended upon the 
people of the United States. The nation had 
weathered economic depressions before, but this 
disturbance was so magnified during the elec- 
tion year of 1932, the people became utterly 
discouraged. A succession of bank failures, 
shut-downs and wholesale lay-offs, set millions 
of people to wondering: What next? 


Out of this chaos came Franklin D. Roose- 
velt. No president, it was felt, had ever faced 
greater turmoil, save Lincoln, and no president 
had a greater opportunity to impress the peo- 
ple with quick, decisive action. 

The state of the nation was so depressing he 
asked for, and received from congress, powers 
which had never before been given a President 
of the United States. It seeméd right, at the 
time and under the circumstances, that he 
should be given these powers. The vast ma- 
jority of people agreed it was right when he 
asked for re-election four years later. 


Regardless of party affiliations, the elected 
representatives of the people rallied unselfishly 
behind him. A series of actions was put into 
force which revived confidence and returned 
the nation to a position where, given time, a 
perfect balance would, in all probability, have 
been restored. Only a few partisan accusations 
of misuse of power had been made. 


But in a gradually increasing number of in- 
stances during the past year evidence has not 
been wanting to indicate that the President is 
not entirely lacking in ambition to put some of 
his emergency powers to permanent use. His 
uncompromising attitude toward all opposition, 
no matter how sincere, how honest, has created 
such a feeling. Even when pointing out the 
dangers which have led other nations directly 
into dictatorships, unbiased Americans, even 
friends of the President, are immediately labell- 
ed reactionary. Any program or any suggestion 
not advanced by the fair-headed favored is 
promptly and laughingly dismissed. 

The people of the United States are now 
witnessing the sorry spectacle of a purge— 
bloodless to be sure—but none.the less intended 
to remove all opposition, as in other dictator- 
ships. Perhaps the President feels a regime 
can be made just as permanent, just as strong, 
just as impossible to unseat at the polls, through 
subsidies, patronage, favors and political co- 
ercion, as by fear of death or imprisonment. 


What has come over our President, so much 
loved, so much honored, that he suddenly has 
grown so great? Does he not surely know the 
people of the United States will not forget the 
lessons of history? 


FOR ADOPTED HAPPINESS 


It is good to know that Atlanta is joining 
other progressive American cities in investigat- 
ing adoption practices. Under auspices of the 
Social Welfare Council, a committee of doctors, 
lawyers and social workers is studying the situa- 
tion here, assembling material about adoptions 
in Fulton and DeKalb counties. The goal sought 
is improvement of conditions, especially with 
reference to children of unmarried mothers. 


‘Thus far the committee has studied scores 
of adoptions in the Atlanta area. These in- 
clude adoptions arranged through licensed 
child-placing agencies. Interesting data has 
been brought to light, according to Miss 
Florence Van Sickler, chairman of the com- 
mittee. Miss Van Sickler recently stated that, 
as a general principle, the committee discovered 
adoptions handled by licensed agencies are 
more likely to result in happiness for both the 
child and the adoptive parents. 


“Of course, this does not mean adoptions 
handled in other ways do not succeed,” Miss 
Van Sickler emphasized. “A great many do, 
and a great many happy homes are based on 
affections built around adopted children who 
were not obtained through licensed agencies.” 
The main point Miss Van Sickler makes is a 
good one: namely, that protection given by 
licensed agencies has prevented, and can pre- 
vent, many tragedies. 

In seeking to eliminate, or at least to mini- 
mize, chances of adoptions going wrong, the 
committee is doing a fine and worth-while work. 
A genuine social problem is being tackled in an 
intelligent manner.

PURPOSE OF PURGE WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—The best 


way to understand the purpose of the 
President’s party purge is to take a brief look at the sort of thing 
the purge is intended to avoid. The object of the purge is not con- 


trol of congress. 


With only the reorganization bill remaining on the 


agenda, the White House cares comparatively little about congress 
in the next two years. Control of the Democratic party in 1940 


is the great prize at stake. 


The President and his trusted lieutenants believe that they can- 
not perpetuate the New Deal unless they can control the democracy 
two years hence. They fear that, if they lack that vital control, a 
candidate will be nominated who will do more harm to the liberal 


cause than any Republican could. 


And it may be added that recent 


events have begun to justify their fears.

An Attitude. 


So “liberal” is an intellectual, 
Or spiritual, attitude, rather than 


any specific body of beliefs. Two 
| liberals may differ sharply on a 
-Biven question, but each will be 


hospitable to any new evidence or 
argument which may change his 
opinion. Indeed, a liberal is never 
satisfied that the best in any realm 
of thought or action has been at- 
tained, but is ever on the qui vive 
for something better. This is very 
far from saying that he will eas- 
ily give up old opinions and throw 
: His position 
is best described by the Apostle 
Paul: “Prove all things, hold fast 
to that which is good.” Truth 
can never be confined in a fixed 
and final form or formula. It is 
something which grows, expands 


‘and develops with the demands 
of new conditions and ever-chang- 


ing needs. It may be a funda- 
mental principle, eternally true, 
but which in order to live, must 
find for itself expression in a vast 
variety of forms. The fight of the 
liberal is ever with that type of 
conservative, who mistakes the 
form for the truth itself. 

A political liberal does not be-

It will 
come this year or next, no one 
knows just when. But Americans 
have no comprehension of _ the 
acuteness of the situation.” He 
took it as a matter of fact which 
must be faced, and this is all there 
‘is to it. 

The people of Europe are al- 
ready in the world war to come in 
the high prices paid for the neces- 
sities and resultant self-denial, the 
high taxes exacted out of their 
incomes, the regimentation 
practically all physical, economic, 
and political factors of the nations 
'by their military commanders and 
they realize that their sons, their 
wealth, their careers, and their all 
are already potentially confiscated 
to the expediencies of the war to 
come. 

Royal Reassurance. 

The resultant jubilant reception 
of England’s King and Queen was 
not simply a king-loving French 
people’s admiration for the lovely 
Queen and the noble young King, 
nor was it the enjoyment of a 
great spectacle for an excitement 
loving people. 
France was sealing a compact with 
her greatest ally and cementing 
ties of national alliance in case 
of war. Confidence and assurance 
in England’s show of friendship 
brought deep heart-felt relief to 
the people of France. At least she 
may feel that this was the un- 


derlying significance of the visit, | 


as incidental as it may have been. 
With strong enemies on either 
hand preparing ever greater and 
deadlier fighting machines and 
Hitler saying “France must be de- 
stroyed” the heart of France may 
well quake. No wonder there is
